* All em barrassm ent should be spared the unemployed who a t­ 
tend our services,” said the rector. 
“WI)tie the services have been 
attended faithfully by our congregation and by a large number of 
visitors, I believe our services will have more of a city-wide appeal 
if all reason for financial em barrassm ent is removed from our local 
unemployed. 
I feel there must be literally hundreds of persons in 
great need of the spiritual message of the church, but who stay 
away from the services because they cannot even give. 
“Accordingly, the church will be supported by the weekly pledge 
system of the congregation. 
The offering envelopes will be de­ 
posited in two boxes at the rear of the nave either before or after 
the services, und those who feel inclined to make a free-wilt offer­ 
ing can do so inconspicuously by using these same boxes. 
M ore­ 
over, those who from time to time have suffered the em barrassm ent 
connected with the conspicuousness of the dopen-alms basin will 
welcome the privacy now jxrssihle at the services at St. John’s Epis­ 
copal church.”

Dr. Rule Lists Five A d v a n ­ 
ta g e s In U rg in g ; L a r g e r 
School U n its . 


There are but two teachers for 
every school director in fourth class 
school district of Pennsylvania. On 
the average, there are but sixty-six 
pupils for each director in these dis­ 
tricts. 
There 
are 
approxim ately 
2300 fourth class school districts, 
and under the existing school code 
there are 11,480 directors in these 
districts. 
Their schools have 25.238 
teachers and 762,000 pupils. Fourth 
class school districts are those hav­ 
ing less than 5000 population. 
These conditions are revealed in 
studies of a larger unit of school 
adm inistration. 
The proposed new 
school code, recently subm itted to 
the legislature for approval, would 
make provision for consolidation of 
school districts in larger units, but 
without enforced consolidation of 
school buildings. 
The 
plan sug­ 
gested would have no district with 
less than 5000 population, so far as 
practicable. 
All ’ existing districts 
with 
10.000 
or 
more 
population 
w ould'continue as separate districts. 
Remaining districts would be re­ 
grouped in com m unity units of from 
five to ten thousand population. 
It 
is estim ated th a t existing 2587 dis­ 
tricts would shrink to approxim ately 
500 under the proposal. 
Advantages of a larger unit plan 
for Pennsylvania are outlined briefly 
by Dr. Jam es N. Rule, state super­ 
intendent of public instruction. He 
approves the principle of the larger 
school district, and has asked super­ 
intendents and citizens interested in 
the public schools to assist in shap­ 
ing a final plan th a t will best meet 
j Pennsylvania conditions.

are the chief advantages of the 
larger unit. 
Five Advantages 
1.—Makes possible im m ediate sav­ 
ings of from IO to 20 per cent in
